HISHANDS DYED IN BLOOD > 


ANEW IN CHINA 


Pekin, February 17.—A few days ago 
Count Von Waldersee wrote to the gen- 
erals under his supervision notifying 
them to have all their available troops 
ready in two weeks for an expedition 
lasting eighty days. Today General Chaf- 
fee and General Voyron, the French com- 
mander, received letters asking for their 
co-operation and expressing a desire to 
know what forces they cao spare. In 
commencing his letter to* General Chaf- 
fee, Count Von Waldersee says: 

“Owing to the\unsatisfactory na- 
ture of the negotiations for peace, 
and also fo circumstances rendering 
such a>course desirable, it will prob- 
ably be necessary to resume military 
operations on a large scale, especial- 
ln toward the west.”’ : 

It is not lMkely that General Chaffee 
will agree to such a plan without 
structions from Washington. 

The French commander, however, is ex- 
pected tc do so. Count Von Waldersee’s 


in- 


plans contemplate offering the command 
of the expedition in the (‘irst instance to 
Bir Alfred Gaselee, the British command- 
er, but it is believed that in view of his 
recent iilness, General Gasclee will inform 
Count Von Waldersee that he is unable 
to accept the. command. In that event 
it will be. offered to General Voyron, pro- 
vided the French fall in with the ar- 
rangement, which Count Von Waldersee 
believes will be the case. Such an offer 
to General Voyron would have the effect, 
it is thought, of overcoming the differ- 
ences which have existed between the 
French and Germans, because it would 
be a demonstration of Count Von Wal- 
dersee’s confidence in the military ability 
cf the French contingent. 

Ere long an announcement is expected 
that the destination of the proposed ex- 
pedition is Sian Fu. The foreign envoys 
believe its object to be to compel the 
Chinese to accept the terms of the pow- 
ers. It is thought that when it becomes 
known that the expedition has started 
the imperial court will hasten to comply 
immediately with all the demands of the 
joint note. 

The military are much elated at the 
prospect of active service. Many believe 
the Chinese army will strive to the ut- 
termost to protect the province of Shen Si 
egainst invasion. 


REPORTS ARE CONTRADICTORY. 


Thought That Empress Frederick 
Has Not Long To Live. 
Berlin, February 17.—The reports as to 
the condition of Dowager Empress Fred- 
erick, who is ill at Cronberg, are quite 
contradictory. The Lokal Anzeiger prints 
a dispatch from Homburg asserting that 
her condition is satisfactory, that Dr. 
Renvers, a Berlin specialist, who was 
called to attend her some time ago, has 
not been to Homburg for three weeks, 
and that her private physician attended 
a ball !ast evening. A Berlin news 
@gency corroborates the statements that 

her condition is quite satisfactory. 

On the other hand, the Lritish embassy 
takes a very serious view of the sitna- 
tion, belleving that Emperor William is 
remaining at Cronberg in anticipation of 
a fatal issué, and refusing to believe the 
reports that the dowager empress gces 
cut driving daily. 

From private sources it Is ascertained 
that the end is expected in a few weeks 
at the latest. 


COURTS MAY DECIDE MATTER. 


Diplomacy in the Venezuelan Con-

- Willemstad, Island of Curacoa, Febru- 
ary 17, via Haytien cable—The asphalt 
controversy has been temporarily adjust- 
ed by the diplomacy of the United States 
minister to Venezuela, Mr, Francis B.

involved. It is understood that Mr. Locm- 
is has conveyed a request to this effect to 
the Venezuelan government. Should the 
decision be against the New York and 
Bermeydez company, then the question of 
intervention will be opened afresh.

DEWET’S HORSES ARE WEARY. 


Britons Are Pushing the 
Leader Closely. 

London, February 18.—A dispatch to The 
Daily Telegraph from DeAar, dated Feb- 
ruary 16th, confirms the report of the ar- 
rival there of Lord Kitchener and his 
staff to superintend the chase of General 
Dewet. The correspondent says: 

‘Dewet’s force is now denuded of al- 
most all transport vehicles and his horses 
are exhausted.”’ 

Other south African dispatches report 
that several columns are pursuing General 
Dewet, whose exact whereabouts, how- 
ever, is not indicated. 


KITCHENER GETS AN ADVISER. 


General Desired a Financial Assist- 
ant To Aid Him. 

London, February 17.—The war office 
has made the following announcement: 

“Lord Kitchener having expressed a de- 
sire for a financial assistant, in view of 
the heavy expenditure proceeding in 
South Africa, the secretary of state for 
war has appointed Mr. Guy Douglas Ar- 
thur Fleetwood Wilson, ynder secretary 
ef state for war, to proceed to South 
Africa and to act temporarily as financial 
adviser to Lord Kitchener. Mr. Wilson 
will, leave Saturday.”

HATCHETS AD AES 
WERE KEPT GOING HARD 


New Century Crusader Surrenders 
to Olficers, Gives Bond and 
Returns at Once to Her 
Work of Destruction 
with Energy. 


Topeka, Kas., February 17.—Mrs. Carrie 
Nation put in a busy Sunday in Topeka 
today, and as a result the capital city 
has experienced more genuine excitement 


than can be remembered by the oldest 
inhabitant. Mrs. Nation literally crammed 
the day with thrilling episodes. She 
succeeded in having the contents of a 
notorious joint smashed, broke into a cold 
storage plant where a number of fine bars 
had been stored away for safety, and de- 
molished them; addressed a large mass 
meeting of men and women, and was ar- 
rested four times. The last time that 
the law laid its hand upon her was when 
Mrs. Nation emerged from the church 
where the mass meeting had been held. 
Tonight Mrs. Nation announces that she 
will begin tomorrow morning where she 
left off today, and will not rest until all 
the joints in Topeka have been closed. 
This morning at 6 o'clock, just as th2 
big bell on the Church of the Assumption 
tower was striking the hour, Mrs. Nation 
sallied forth fromthe statehouse grounds 
at the head of 500 men and women, ell 
armed with hatchets and axes, and moved 
on the joints of the city. Nobody but 
Mrs. Nation knew what vlans she head 
laid. In the crowd were a large number 
of students of Washburn college, some of 
the ministers of the city and a number of 
professional and tusiness men. The 
crowd marched in perfect military. order, 
the men and women following their recog- 
nized ‘leader, whom they seemed to trust 
implicitly. The company marched siflent- 
ly out of the statehouse grounds, @down 
Kansas avenue, to the place on East 


Seventh street kept by Ed Murphy. When 


Murphy's place was reached the work of | 
demolition began. Mrs. Nation, brandish- 
ing a new hatchet, headed the onslaught, 
uttering words of deprecation against the 
jointkeepers as she event her weapon 
through the first plate-glass window at 
hand. Others followed her lead quickly. 
Made Short Work of It. 

Amid the shouts of the crusaders and 
the commands of the police present, try- 
ing to protect the property, glass went 
crashing to the ground on al] sides. Next 
the door was smashed in with an ax, and 
the beer kegs, bottles, mirrors and every- 
thing smashable were attacked. Hardly 
five minutes after Mrs. Nation had begun 
the smashing what was once a_ well- 
furnished saloon was in complete ruins. 

Her work over, Mrs. Nation proudly 
emerged from the place and was arrested. 
She went along witn the officer, followed 
by her band and the crowd that had 
gathered. At the police station she was 
released promptly, and hurried back to 
her work. She entered a livery barn, in 
which some bars had been stored, and 
smashed them. Then, at the head of 
twenty-five of her stoutest-hearted fol- 
lowers, she went to the Moser cold- 
storage plant and entered upon a search 
for some liquor she thought had been 
stored there. This time Mrs. Nation was 
arrested by the county authorities, and 
was taken to the jail in a patrol wagon. 
It was after noon before she was released 
from jail on bond, and, after taking din- 
ner with Sheriff Cook, she went to the 
First Christian church, where she was 
aceosted by an officer with a warrant ani 
taken to the county jail again. She stay- 
ed this time for two hours, and finally her 
bcnd was signed bv one of the joint- 
keepers of the city, a prominent negro 
politician. 

Gathering of the “Army.” 

The gathering of the crusaders at the 
statehouse grounds before daylight was 
conducted with the utmost secrecy. Very 
few knew about the intended raid, except 
those going to take part in it. At 4:30 
o’clock silent forms were hurrying across 
to the statehouse, where sentinels of 
the ‘“‘army’’ were posted. These required 
each comer to give an account of himself. 
Finally the army was massed in the dark, 
dismal corridor under the east steps o% 
the capitol building. Two men came in 
with great mining picks and others had 
axes and sledge hammers. Two women, 
who composed one fifth of the party, 
carried bright new hatchets. At daybreak 
Mrs. Nation, who had overslept, and Dr. 
Eva Harding, with whom she had stayed 
during the night, came running up. 

“Get in line there, men ahd women,” 
Mrs. Nation called. ‘‘We must be about 
the Lerd’s work now. Get your hatchets 
ready and follow me.” 

And they did, two by two, with weap- 
ons in hand, Mrs. Nation, with her 
hatchet raised, leading. Behind her were 
Mrs. Rose Crist and Miss Southard, who 
accompanied her on her trip\to Chicago, 
and Dr. Eva Harding. Next came six 
Washburn college boys, bearing an im- 
mense battering ram, each of the boys 
also clutching. a bright, new hatchet. 
Twice at notorious places the crowd 
wanted to stop, but Mrs. Nation tarried 
not. .The crowd finally reached the joint 
door leading to Murphy’s ‘fashionable 
bar. Four policemen stood guard and 
commanded the people to stand back.

CLOSING DAYS OF THE SESSION WILL FIND 
DEMOCRATS FIGHTING SHIP SUBSIDY BILL 


Washington, February 17.—The senate 
will devote practically all its time during 
the week to appropriation bills. .The post- 
office appropriation bill probably will be 
taken up tomorrow upon convening, 
though it may give place to the diplomat- 
ic and consular appropriation bill. The 
amount of time to be consumed in dis- 
cussing these measures will depend large- 
ly upon the determination which may be 
reached with reference to the sh'p si:b- 
sidy bill. 

So long as the democrats feel that the 
subsidy bill is to be pressed in case of a 
lull, they will insist upon debating all 
measures presented. 

The bill making appropriations for for- 
tifications also will receive attention dur- 
ing the week, and it is expected that the 
conference report on the Indian bill will 
be considered. The army bill probably 
will be reported late in the week, but not 
in time to be debated before the begin- 
ning of next week. 

There is some talk of the renewal of 
night sessions, but it is not probable that 
they will be again undertaken until the 
closing days of the session. 

The last week but one of the present 


ences between the two houses and many 
good sized rows are promised. 

The ultimate fate of the river and har- 
session of congress will be an exceedingly 
busy one in the house. Much business re- 
mains to be disposed of and the inevita- 
ble crowding, which characterizes the 
closing hours of a congress, has begun 
already. The appropriations bills, so far 
as the house is concerned, are in fairly 
good shape. The last of them, the gen- 
eral deficiency bill, will follow on the 
heels of the sundry civil bill, which is 
about half completed. These bills and 
conference reports will be given’ the 
right of way over everything else. All 
other matters, some of them of great im- 
portance, relatively, but not of imperative 
necessity to be passed, will have to take 
chances in the final rush. 

Speaker Henderson is almost constantly 
besieged by members importuning him in 
the interest of various measures. He is 
keeping clear «for the great bills and let- 
ting the driftwood of legislation into the 
current only when it will not impede prog- 
ress of things which must pass congress 
before March 4th. There are many knot- 
ty problems to be solved in connection 


with the appropriation bills over differ- 
bor bill probably will depend upon how 
heavy it is loaded when it comes back 
from the senate. 

The biggest fight between the two 
houses from present appearance its likely 
to occur over the war revenue reduction 
act. The senate conferees seem deter- 
mined at present to force the senate sub- 
stitute or allow the bill to fail. But if the 
house conferees are standing firm and as 
many members of the house have their 
backs up, the impression prevails that 
the house will support their conferees, and 
if it does, the senate, in the end, may be 
compelled to yield. 

Tomorrow is suspension day, and the 
bill appropriating $5,000,000 for the St. 
Louis exposition will be put on its pass- 
age. A motion to suspend the rules will 
cut off opportunity for amendment and 
no doubt is entertained that the bill will 
command the two-thirds necessary to se- 
cure its passage upon a motion to sus- 
pend the rules. The programme with ref- 
erence to this and other measures, how- 
ever, may be materially modified if it be- 
comes certain before March 4th that an 
extra session is to be called. 


COLD WEATHER IN EUROPE 


Eight Degrees Below Zero in Mad- 
rid, Spain. 


NUMEROUS DEATHS REPORTED 


Many Villages in Switzerland Cut 
Off—Much Suffering in 
Consequence, 


London, February 17.—All Europe is ex- 
periencing a return of winter weather. 
Severe cold and snow storms are reported 
from all parts of England, France, Ger- 
many, Italy, Avstria and Russia. The 
blizzard continues in the Odessa district. 
In Switzerland many villages are cut off. 
Nume‘ous deaths are reported. Tele- 
graphic commurication is partially in- 
terrupted in France and elsewhere, 


SNOW IN FRANCE AND SPAIN. 


Thermcmeter Is Eight Degrees Be- 
low Zero in Madrid. 

Paris, February 17.—Very severe weath- 
er and heavy snow storms are reported 
throughout France Snow has fallen at 
intervals during the day in Paris. Snow- 
falls are also reported in Algiers, where 
several natives have been frozen to death. 
Telegraphic comunicatios -ith the inte- 
ricr is partially interrupted. 


Cold Throughout Spain. 

Madrid, February 17.—Throughout Spain 
the weather is intensely cold, the ther- 
mometer registering 8 degrees below zero 
in Madrid. Snow has fallen in Murcia 
and in Palma, capital of the island of 
Majorica, where snow sterms have been 
practically unknown. A heavy gale is 
sweeping the southern coast and eight 
smajJl wrecks are reported from Cadiz. 

Snow in City of Mexico. 

Mexico City, February 17.—Early this 
morning snow fell in this city and in the 
valley of Mexico. The ground being cov- 
ered with snow in the higher suburbs, 
where trees and tropical plants were 
beautiful with a white mantle, greatly 
aroused the curtosity of the people and 
created much ¢xcitement. Snow had not 
fallen in this city before for nearly half

a century. In the,city, however, it melt- 


ed as fast as it fell. 
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BALLOT BEATS THE HATCHET. 


Susan Anthony’s Opinion of Carrie 
Nation’s War. 
Rochester, N. Y., Februay 17.—Miss Su- 


san B. Anthony celebrated her eighty-first 
birthday Friday. When asked today for 
her opinion of Mrs, Carrie Nation and her 
followers, Miss Anthony. in spite of her 
advanced years, warmed to her subject 
with the fire and enthusiasm of former 
years, and, after denouncing the men of 
Kansas, declaring that neither party had 
been able tog deal with the prohibtion 
question, said in part: 

‘The hatchet is the weapon of barbar- 
ism; the ballot is the weapon of civiliza- 
tion. 

“In Kansas, since 1887, Mrs. Nation, 
with all of the women of the 286 cities of 
fhe state, have had the right to vote for 
mayor, for the members of the common 
counci] and for eyery other officer of the 
municipality. Women, equally with men, 
have the responsibilty... Therefore, the 
duty of Mrs. Nation, and all the women of 
Kansas, is to register’ and vote for only 
such men or women who will publicly 
pledge themselves to do their duty and 
to carefully retire to private life every 
officer who has failed to show his hand. 

“By this process of weeding out the 
sympathizers with the saloon and voting 
only fof men or women true to principle, 
the women could see the fruit of their 
labors proving to themselves and-to the 
world the power of the ballot over the 
hatchet.”’ 


DENOUNCES CARRIE NATION. 


Dr. Samuel Smith’s Sermon at St. 
Paul Yesterday. 

St. Paul, Minn., February 17.—At the 
People’s church today Dr. Samuel G. 
Smith, in his sermon on “The Reign of 
Law,” referred to present conditions in 
Kansas and criticised the new crusade 
without reserve: He alluded to the fact 
that Rev. C. M. Sheldon had advised in 
England, last summer, the adoption of 
prohibition, and when his attention was 
afterwards called to the existence of 100 
places where liquor is sold in Topeka, 
bad replied that this law was as well 
enforced as any other. Continuing, he 
said: 

‘The present state of affairs shows that 
the advocates of prohibition in Kansas 
have been shutting their eyes to the 
truth. But the present movemem, as- 
sisted by ministers, covertly indorsed by 
the religious press, and said to be backed 
by the national W. C. T. U., is even 
worse than non-enforcement of law. This 
is nothing less than anarchy. If the 
hatchet is lifted’ against the saloon, no 
wonéer that churches rh a wrecked

In Introducing Her, Chairman Al- 
luded to'Queen’s Death, Which 
Brought Forth -Hisses. 


New York, February 17.—Wearers of the 
green and believers in the cause of inde- 


.pendence for the ‘‘old country,” assembied

at the Academy of Music tonight to do 
honor to Major John McBride, who or- 
ganized the Irish Transvaal brigade, and 
to Maude Gonne. The meeting was held 
under the auspices of the Clan Na Gael. 

The mention of Queen Victoria was 
greeted with hisses, albeit of a somewhat 
subdued sort. A reference to the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty brought forth signs 
of disapproval and the mention of Lord 
Salisbury was received with vigorous hiss- 
ing. The full measure of scorn. however, 
Was reseryed for the name of Joseph 
‘Chamberlain: ~* 

The house was well filled. Three cheers 
were given for Major McBride when he 
took the floory Among other things he 
said: 

“Five hundred men could have captured 
Ladysmith, but Genera] Joubert refused 
to give the order. If he had not refused 
the fate of the war might have been dif- 
ferent. At Colenso the bulk of the Eng- 
lish officers showed themselves incom pe- 
tent. and we might have completed the 
route there, but General Joubert said it 
Was against the Bible to smite a flying 
enemy. We have dropped the flag for the 
time. but we hope to pick it up again and 
then we ‘will not lay it down.”’ 

Miss Gonne spoke next, and introducing 
her, the chairman said: 

“A woman died in England last month 
(hisses) over which the Anglo-maniacs ex- 
Dressed great sympathy and went into 
mourning. She is put forward as all that 
is best and most representative in the 
English, but so far as we are concerned 
they are welcomed to her.”’ 

Wheh Miss Gonne stepped forward most 
of the audience rose and greeted her with 
loud applause. Miss Gonne, in part, said: 

“The hour of Ireland’s destiny seems 
near at hand. We have come to America 
to consult with you before the crisis 
omes. In Victoria’s reign Treland has 
ecome a dying nation. Ireland has spent 
thirty years in parliamentary agitation. 
She is dying of it. 

‘“‘Why should we not succeed in our fight 
for independence as you Americans did, 
and as the Boers will surely do? To 
check emigration is the first 
and to encourage industry so that the 
people may be given work. 

‘‘Last year when Victoria came to TIre- 
land she was recelyed by the officers and 
the landlords, but not a hat was taken off 
by the working people.” 

The meeting was closed with the sing- 
ing of the Boer nationa] anthem, followed 
by the Irish national song.

New York, February 17.—It was learned 
today that Mayor Van Wyck on Saturday 
evening returned to Albany the police 
bill, with his disapproval attached. The 
memorandum which the mayor sent ¢o 
Albany with his veto is addressed: “To 
the Senate of the State of New York,” 
and in part says: 

“This bill abolishes the present board 
of police commissioners in charge of the 
police department of the city of New 
York and transfers all their powers to a 
single commissioner to be named by the 
mayor, subject at all times to a power of 
removal vested not only in the mayor, 
but also in the governor. The power of 
removal given to the governor is not lim- 
ited in any way. It is not a power of 
removal for cause and it does not require 
that the commissioner shall have any op- 
portunity of being heard before his re- 
moval. 

“The position of. the commissioner to 
be appointed under this bill is, therefore, 
that although a local office, his tenure of 
office is at the pleasure of the governor 
of the state. 

‘Tt is further provided in the bill that 
no person the governor removes shall 
ever subsequently be appointed to the 
office. The whole purpose and effect of 
this disqualification, and of the arbitrary 
power of removal vested in the governor 
is to completely nullify the power of 
appointment nominally given to the 
mayor. 

‘This is a violation of the provisions of 
the constitution which guarantees to the 
inhabitants of the counties, cities, towns 
and villages of the state the right to 
select their local officers. 

‘‘This bill is an attack upon the consti- 
tutional rights of local self-government. 
It is all the more dangerous because the 
attack is made in an underhand and in- 
direct way.” 

The mayor's message will reach Albany 
tomorrow morning. It is believed that the 
bill will be passed over his veto by both 
houses of the legislature and that the 
aavernor will then alzn it. 
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necessity. 


HE DIES AT END OF ROPE 


Negro Decoys a Man from 
His Home and Family 
and Slays Him, 


HE THEN GOES: BACK 
AND KILLS WIFE AND BABES 


Mob Runs the Wholesale Murderer 
Down, and with Little Cere- 
mony Puts Him to Death 
in Approved Style. 


New Orleans, La., February 17.—A ne- 
gro naired Themas Jackson was lynched 
today at St. Peter, a station on the Texas 
and Pacific road, about twenty miles 
above the city. Jackson's crime was par- 
ticularly fiendish. About 9 o’clock in the 
morning he visited the home of Alex 
Bourgeois, the engineer of the drainage 
machine on Belle Point plantation, some 
distance from the plantation quarters, go- 
ing there on a trycicle. He told Bour- 
geois the manager wanted him, and the 
engineer mounted the trycicle with him. 
A little way further on Jackson stabbed 


the engineer in the back and then threw ' 


the body into a ditch. He then returned 
to the house and butchered Mrs. Bour- 
geois and her two babies and ransacked 
the house. Two boys were visiting the 
family and when they caught the first 
glimpse of the attack on Mrs. Bourgeols 
they hid in the woods. 

After the negro’s departure they went 
to St. Peter and gave the alerm and re- 
turned with a mob of several hundred. 
The regro was traced to his home, fully 
identified by the boys and was hung and 
his body riddled with bullets before the 
sheriff arrived. 


FOUR KILLED IN THE WRECK. 


Califo1zia Train Runs Into a Wash- 
out at Mills City. 

San Francisco, February 17.—The east- 
bound limited express train which left 
here at 10 a, m, yesterday, was wrecked 
at Mills City, Nevada, last night. The 
fireman and three passengers were killed. 
The conductor, engineer, one brakeman, 
two postal clerks and one passenger were 
injured.

ROOSEVELT SLEW PANTHERS. 


Says He Did Not See a Bear or Wolf 
While Hunting. 

Colorado Springs, Col4 February 17.— 
Ex-Governor Roosevelt was in Colorado 
Springs today, the guest of P. B. Stew- 
art, who was one of the members of the 
hunting party in the Rio Blanco county 
during the first three weeks of the ex- 
governor's outing. The vice president- 
elect is in excellent health and spirits. 
His time until the inauguration will be 
taken up with attending to his corre- 
spondence, the accumulation of six weeks. 
An informal public reception will be ten- 
dered him in this city tomorrow after- 
noon, 

Governor Roosevelt {s much annoyed 
over the rair-raising stories that have 
been circulated concerning his hunting 
experiences, To a reporter of the Asso- 
ciated Press he gave the following state- 
ment today: 

‘‘No man who wrote to or gave any in- 
formation to any newspaper was within 
forty miles of where 1 was hunting at 
any time during the five weeks I was out. 
The sensational stories, such as those de- 
scribing adventures with bears and 
wolves, were deliberate and wilful fabri- 
cations, and, I understand, were wriiten 
by men who were not within hundreds 
of miles of where I was. I did not see a 
bear or wolf on the entire trip. Aside 
from lynx and smaller game our hunting 
was confined to hunting the so-called 
mountain lions or panthers. I got twelve 
of them. I never enjoyed a holiday more. 
As I am obliged to go east, in view of 
the nearness of the inauguration, I am, to 
my great regret, unable to address the 
Colorado legislature, in accordance with 
their kind request. I cannot sufficiently 
express my appreciation of the generous 
courtesy and hospitality with which I 
have been treated in Colorado, and I shall 
eagerly hail the first chance to come 
again to the state.” 


BRAINED HIS STEPDAUGHTER. 


Negro in Jail in Nebraska May Be 
Lynched. ' 
Nebraska City, Neb., February 17.—Hall 
Frampton, a colored man, quarreled, with 
his wife this evening and attempted t» 
kill her. His stepdaughter, a girl of fif- 
teen, took the part of her mother, when 
Frampton turned on her, seized a shot- 
gun, chased her a block, shot her in the 
head and then beat her brains out with 
the stock of the weapon. Frampton is in 
jail with a strong guard, as there is 
talk of lynching.

MINING SHAFT 


Vancouver, B. C., February 17.—Addi- 
tional details continue to come from the 
Union mines on Vancouver Island, where 
the terrible fatality occurred Friday fore- 
noon. The accident has thrown the towns 
of Cumberland and Nanaimo into a state 
of gloom. The Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company's steamer Tartar arrived at 
Vancouver this afternoon from the coal- 
ing station at Union, twelve miles from 
Cumberland, She brought two passengers, 
H. R. Raymand and George Bennett, both 
coa] miners. They say the cause is not 
known and that it will never be known. 

When the Tartar left Union at 7 o’clock 
this morning the late news from No. ¢ 
shaft was that the flooding process was 
still being continued. The fire was stil 
burning, although not so fiercely as dur- 
ing the preceding thirty-six hours. The 
tremendous volume of water pouring into 
the mines from the continuous supply fur- 
nished by an eight-inch main was gradu- 
ally performing the service desired, and 
by tomorrow it is confidently expected the 
fire will be extinguished. It will be sev- 
eral days, Raymond says, before the 
bodies of the sixty-one entombed miners 
can be recovered, because after the fire 
has been put out it will be necessary toa 
pump the water out of the mine before 
a rescuing party can hope to get at the 
corpses now lying at the bottom of the 
shaft. 

Shortly before the Tartar sailed from 
Union this morning the sieamer Joan ar- 
rived, having on board Premier James 
Dunsmuir, of the British Columbia gov- 
ernment, who is one of the owners of the 
Cumberland mines. The families of the 
dead miners require financial assistance, 
which will be forthcoming from more than 
one source. The mayor of Vancouver has 
already taken steps to aid the bereaved 
families and other cities are taking simi- 
lar action. In the meantime the premier 
has ordered the storekeepers at Cumber- 
land to give the distressed families what 
supplies they may require. 


STILL INSULTING JESUITS: 


Demonstrations at Sueca and Jativa, 
Spain. 

Madrid, February 17—The Valencia 
newspapers assert that anti-clerica] dem- 
onstrations occurred Thursday last at 
Sueca and Jativa. In the former town 
a mob marched through the streets to the 
Jesuit convent and tore down the name 
plates. Fifteen hundred demonstrators 
paraded in Jativa, bearing black flags and 
tri-colors. They were dispersed by gen- 
darmes. 

Sunday morning the coachmen of the 
hired carriages in Madrid went on strike 
and General Weyler had the president of 
the Coachmen’s Society arrested. 

All the persons arrested for participat- 
ing in. the demonstrations against the 
Jesuits and against the royal marriage 
have been liberated. :

Proof has 
been secured of his dealings with rebels 
showing that he supplied them wit,h unl- 
forms, provisions, money and some arms. —

Churches Will Undertake To Induce

Columbus. Ga., February 17.—(Special.) 
For the first time in the history of the 
city, a systematic house to house canvass 
is to be made in Columbus, with the idea 
of getting a larger proportion of the chil- 
dren of the city into the Sunday schools.

The ¢‘ty has teen 
divided into forty-two distrivts, and the 
various Sunday schools today appcinted 
altogether some one hundred workers, 
who will this week canvass the city, get- 
ting a census of persons between the ages 
of three and eighteen years, and ascer- 
taining whether they attend any Sunday 
School, and if they do not, for which 
church they have a preference. In the 
cases of non-attendants, their names will 
be written on cards, and the cards will! 
be handed to the Sunday school for which 
they have expressed a preference, so that 
that school can take the cases in charge 
at once. This plan will materially in- 
crease the Sunday school attendance.

Colonel Mobley’s father was born in 
South Carolina in 1794, came to Georgia 
with his parents, and grew to manhood 
on the farm in Jones county. He was a 
soldier in the war of 1812, was one of the 
first settlers in Harris county, was a 
member of the first grand jury and oper- 
ated the first cotton gin in the county. 
He was an enthusiastic and exemplary 
member of the Methodist church, and the 
first church organized in the county was 
organized at his home. Colonel Mobley 
was raised on the farm and received a 
good education for the locality and peri- 
od, completing it under the preceptorship 
of A. H. Scott, a prominent teacher of 
day. He began the study of 
law: and when admitted to 
the bar established himself in 
Hamilton, where he has lived ever since, 
building up ar extensive practice and 
winning professional distinction and hon- 
orable political positions. 

Before the war he was a member of the 
general assembly of Georgia four years, 
end served with Benjamin H. Hill, Linton 
Stephens and Francis Bartow, and pro- 
fessionaily, at the har, with Hill, Williain 
Dougherty, Walter T. Colquitt and other 
eminent lawyers of ante-bellum times.

The Charleston Mining ana 
Manufacturing Company, which controls 
the rich phosphate beds, is considering the 
advisability of expending large sums in 
improving and enlarging its plant, ana 
the question of spending $1,000,000 for this 
work is being discussed. At a recent 
meeting of the company no definite ac- 
tion was taken on the matter of issuing 
coupon bonds to the amount of $1,000,000, 
to be secured by a mortgage of the com- 
Pany’s property, for the manufacture of 
phosphate rock into fertilizers; It was 


not deemed expedient at this time to issue’ 


the bonds, although the company is 
strongly in favor of extending its man- 
ufacturing. <A _ special committee, with 
the management, is stil] considering the 
bond issue, however, and it would be no 
Surprise should official announcement be 
made that the million-dollar plant is to 
be erected. The Charleston Mining Com- 
pany owns and controls the cream of the 
Phosphate lands. It has been said that 
the Virginia-Carolina Company has been 
anxious to sécure this land, but to all 
appearances a dea] has not been consum- 
mated. With the issuing of one million 
‘dollar bonds the company would be in a 
position to offer decided competition to 
the trust. and, indeed, business people are 
inclined ‘to believe that such will probably 
be the end. 


Health Officer H. B. Horlbeck, of 
Crarleston, who attended the Pan-Ameri- 
can congress in Havana, is making a 
strong fight for the establishment of a 
bacteriological commission to deal with 
all diseases coming under the quarantine 
laws and regulations. His idea is to have 
this commission operated under the man- 
agement and direction of the countries 
interested. Yellow fever is lookeq upon 
as the most important disease demand- 
ing such a step, and with a commission 
with headquarters in Havana, it is 
thought that much good will result in a 
sanitary way. Dr. Horlbeck read an able 
paper before the congress, in which he 
dwelt fully on the importance of hav- 
ing such a commission organized, and he 
is supported in this plan by eminent 
health and scientific authorities through- 
out the country. Like many other offi- 
cilals, Dr. Horibeck has been studying 
the causes and preventions of yellow 
fever, and as the question is of such vita 
importance to the south Atlantic states, 
he is particularly anxious to have some- 
thing in this direction done at once, Dur- 
ing his stay in Havana Dr. Horlbeck in- 
vestigated the theory that yellow fever 
has much to do with mosquitoes, and he 
looked into other matters and causes 
which might be said to influence the prop- 
agation of the disease which is so much 
dreaded in this part of the United States. 


Members of the South Carolina legisla- 
ture were interested in a proposed Dili 
which was planned to bring back the rail- 
road passes into popular legislative favor. 
Some of the members’ wanted to have 
such a bill introduced, but strong opposi- 
tion was raised to the measure and its 
death came. The public has not yet lost 
its enmity to the fee pass question, ana 
the people at large are not inclined to the 
opinion that a free pass is a good thing 
for a lawmaker. It was even suggested 
that the voters be asked to express their 
favor or opposition to the measure at the 
next primary. Under such a move noth- 
ing would result but an overwhe!ming 
ballot against the free pass, and the mat- 
ter will hardly bob up again for years. 


Charleston is probably enjoying’ the 
cheapest telephone rate in the countrv 
These rates, however, are only for tele- 
phones for the use of the city and in the 
city departments. Council called for bids 
from the Bell and the Gordon comparies 
and asked for a price for a three-year 
contract. Both companies were anxious 
to get the business, as it was similar to 
being chosen as the ofticiaj speaking or- 
can of the city, and the bids were at 
cut-throat prices. The contract for about 
twenty-five phones was finally closed 
with the Bell company for a term of 
three years at the rate of $8 per phone. 
This sum is a mere trifle, and the Bell 
people admit that mcney will be lost, but 
the bid was made simply to prevent the 
contract from going to the Gordon com- 
pany. However this may be, the fact 
remains that the city is securing the 
cheavest rate ever known here for a 
telephone sevice. 


The Rev. Alexander Sprunt, of Rock 
Hill, S. C., has accepted the call as pas- 
tor of the First Presbyterian church in 
Charleston, and has already entered upon 
the discharge of Fis new duties. Dr. 
Srrunt is considered one of the ablest 
ministers in the state, and was called 
here after a dozen other ministers had 
come here for a trial. 


Colonel A. C. Tyler, president of the 
American Tea Company, recertly char- 
tered under’ the laws of South Carolina, 
has arrived here to get matters in shape 
for the opening of the big tea farm fif- 
teen miles from Charleston. Titles to the 
land purchased pre now being perfected, 
and Colonel Tyler is rushing matters in 
the hope of making a prompt start with 
his big industry. Just as soon as the 
yroperty is formally transferred the lands 
will be made ready for tea cultivation, 
ard while the output at first will be 
sn-all, Colonel Tyler has given the as- 
surance that at least 200,000 pounds will 
_ be raised annually for the American’ mar- 
“kets with all the land under cultivation. 
.This new industry is destined to de- 
velop much of the territory near here 
and will offer employment to hundreds 
. of people, men and women. 


According to reports from the outlying 
truck centers, this season will be one of 
the best years for the truck farmers. No 
fear is apprehended from the cold spells, 

and the cabbage yield, which is really 
“the money crop for the truckers, will be 
one of the biggest on record. The crop 
will be ready for shipment by April Ist, 
¥vhich is two weeks earlier than usual, 
and the heads are in fine conditon, or will 
pe by that time. The strawberry crop 
around Charleston is practically a total 
failure, due to the very severe drought 
of last summer, and but few berries will 
get to this market. 

The logs of the berries, however, will 
be a smal] item compared to the rich

FIVE IN THE RACE 
IN VIRGINIA NOW 


Gubernatorial Contest in Old Dominion 
Takes on Life. 


ELLYSON {IS STILL IN IT 


His Announced Retirement from the 
Race Tends To Help. 


OLD CAMPAIGNS ARE — REVIEWED 


Valley Hopes To Secure the Place 
for Echols, and Is Working 
Very Hard. 


Richmond, Va., February 17.—(Special.) 
Were the average Virginia politician to 
be suddenly endowed with the gift of 
reading the future, there is not the shad- 
ow of a doubt that the first use to which 
he would apply it would be to foreseeing 


the result of the next gubernatorial con-~ 


vention. 

He would have to look forward at least 
six months, but his interest in the outcome 
is as keen as though the eventuation of 
the contest were only six days distant. 

Montague, Swanson, Echols, Marshall 
or—Ellyson. Yes, Ellyson. One of the 
most acute politicians in  y\yu.rginia re- 
marked only a day or two ago that he 
had rather have the state chairman's 
chances for the nomination than the at- 
torney general’s or the congressman's, or 
the lieutenant governor's, or those of the 
Portsmouth knight errand. To the mind 
of this political manager the fact that Mr. 
Ellyson had withdrawn counted for 
naught. 

“He could not have hit upon a more 
effective method of making a campaign,”’ 
he declared. ‘‘He could not have made it 
certain that he would be nominated had 
he spent days and nights of work and 
worry, not to say something else which 
they say is made for spending purposes. 
Mr. Ellyson must have known that with 
four other strong men in the field he 
could’ never have felt anything like cer- 
tain of a nomination. So he got out. 
Everybody knows he is out, and of course 
he is not at work for the nomination. But 
mark me. Montague and Swanson are 
going to deadlock the convention. The 
fight between the forces of the two will 
be very strong and bitter. There will be 
no such thing as compromise so far as 
they are concerned. After a few ballots— 
a few dozen, maybe—some man is going 
to get up and place the name of the state 
chairman in nomination, coupled with 
an authoritative statement that Mr. Elly- 
son will accept if nominated. Then you'll 
see a stampede to Ellyson like that to 
Hill in the New York state convention in 
1895. Ellyson is very strong with all the 
old line democrats in Virginia.”’ 

Mr. Ellyson was very cold-blooded in 
his manner of dealing with it. 

“T honestly withdrew from the contest 
for the nomination,’’ he said when the 
matter was mentioned. ‘I know of no 
plan to bring me back into the race,’’ 
and he smiled in that quietly quizzical 
way. 

“But why did you withdraw?’ he was 
asked. 

“For 
stated.”’ 

Despite the fact that Mr. Ellyson will 
not lend any color to the report that he 
may yet be a factor in the gubernatorial 
contest, there are many who think as 
does the poltician quoted. And they were 
not all originally Ellyson men. But they 
do realize that a candidate with so much 
strength has seldom withdrawn from a 
contest. 

After all, “Strange things have hap- 
pened”’ seems the most appropriate re- 
mark upon a prophecy that the conven- 
tion may be stampeded to the veteran 
state chairman. 

There is nothing to indicate that the 
supporters of the other candidates think 
Mr. Ellyson will show up in the final con- 
test. His withdrawal is regarded now as 
it has always been—as entirely bona fide. 
Candidates and their friends are working 
now as though they were on the eve of 
a convention. 


Mr. Montague’s Friends. 


By the way, there is a general impres- 
sion that Mr. Montague, while unques- 
tionably very strong with the people 
throughout the state, lacks an organiza- 
tion. The impression is erroneous. A 
supporter of his said a day or two ago 
that Mr. Montague had a more or less 
thorough organization in every county in 
Virzinia. 

The prediction is made that he will 
carry every county in the r.rst district 
and nearly all of the Bighth and Ninth. 
The Third is expected to yield him a good 
harvest; some counties of the Fourth, it 
is said, will give him delegates, and other 
districts are expected by his friends to 
treat him equally well. 


What’s Mr. Swanson Doing? 


No man knoweth what Mr. Swanson and 
his friends are doing. ‘iney are making 
no claims. There is no hurrah, not the 
slightest whisper which the strained ears 
of an opponent can catch. He has power- 
ful strength.. Powerful backing. 

And he is working. No man in Vir- 
ginia knows better what is meant by the 
word than Claude Swanson. Ask George 
M. Helms, superintendent of the peniten- 
tiary, or Joseph W. Southall, superin- 
tendent of public instruction; or Judge S. 
G. Whittle, soon to be judge of the su- 
preme court; ask Attorney General Mon- 
tague—and they will all bear witness that 
Swanson is a worker, not a plodder in 
any sense, There is nothing of the cart- 
horse about him, but ratner the fiery 
racer, spirited, mettlesome, ambitious.

The position which Mr. Echols occupies 
in this campaign is very interesting.

But he knows something else just as in- 
teresting, and much more valuable and 
pleasant. He knows that not since the 
memorable convention of 1877, when Ma- 
hone and Daniel deadlocked the conven- 
tion, has there been such a sharp contest 
between two candidates as is now on be- 
tween Swanson and Montague, and he 
knows it will probably be stronger in the 
convention than before. The convention 
deadlock was broken in 1877 by the nomi- 
nation of Judge Fred W. M. Holliday—a 
Valley man, by the way. Mr. Echols and 
his friends hope to use another Valley 
man to break the deadlock of the conven- 
tion of 1901. His name is Edward Echols.

He will depart for 
Pittsburg this evening, having carried 
through the greatest industrial com- 
bination of a century. Mr. Schwab 
looks younger than his years. He rose 
rapidly from a grocer’s clerk at $2.50 
a week to the presidency of the Car- 
negie Steel Company at $50,000 a year. 
He holds $7,000,000 in stock and bonds 
in the old company, which will be 
nearly doubled in new stock. He is 
worth altogether about $50,000,000, all 
made in twenty years. The record is 
great, indeed, but it illustrates the at- 
cident of life, and not the normal pos- 
sibility. 

Success in life is neither measured 
by dollars nor public achievement.

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What Lawlessness Breeds. 

We can see what lawlessness breeds 
by the present developments in Kan- 
sas, where society is torn up by wild- 
eyed factionalism. 

The story, as told from Wichita, {s 
anything but creditable to an Amer- 
ican community. It says that— 

The developments in the saloon war at 
Winfield are more serious than they have 
been for two days. Many secret meet- 
ings were held by both the saloonists and 
temperance leaders. The college students 
are determined to have revenge: for the 
shooting of Miss Denney on Wednesday. 

It developed today that wells belonging 
to members of the temperance band had 
been poisoned, it is supposed by saloon 
men. Rev. Mayfield was taken seriously 
ill from drinking water from his well. 
About fifty families are now using bot- 
tled waters. Several houses have been 
set on fire, but by whom is unknown. 

Rev. Smith, head of the Citizens’ Law 
and Order League, sent an ultimatum 
to saloon men that they would have to 
ship their fixtures out of town before 
next Wednesday or they would be taken 
out and burned. The saloon men are-said 
to have resolved at one of their sessions 
not to ship out their liquor, but to stay 
and fight it out. If they do bloodshed is 
certain. 

Rev. Johnson Hendershot,, of the 
wrecked United Brethren church, has re- 
ceived three unsigned letters telling him 
that if he appeared on the streets he 
would be shot dead. For some time he 
remained indoors, but this afternoon 
ventured out, accompanied by two 
friends. All were heavily armed, and no 
attempt was made to injure him. The 
saloonists are bitter against him because 
he wanted the mob to lynch them, charg- 
ing that they wrecked his church. He 
said that if the mob would lead he would 
follow and help to tie the noose around 
their necks if he was sure they were 
the guilty parties. 

Yet these are the very people who 
have been over-solicitous about the 
people of the south, ever ready to re- 
form abroad, but sadly needing it 
themselves. The zealot puts her pri- 
vate opinion above law; the original 
lawbreakers grow more defiant in their 
work, and factionalism breaks loose 
in which the power of the state be- 
comes powerless,

p ASSENGER Traffic Manager George 
T. Nicholson, of the Atchison, Topé- 
ka and Santa Fe, has invented what 
he believes to be a plan to prevent the 
successful alteration of destination of in- 
ter-line tickets. It will be one of the most 
important matters to come up for discus- 
the 


American Association of General Passen- 
ger and Ticket Agents. The discovery of 
altered inter-line tickets is of common oc- 
currence and the loss occasioned thereby 
is philosophically borne as one of the un- 
avoidable “leaks’’ in passenger revenue. 
Usually they are not discovered until af- 
ter the ticket has been honored for pass- 
age. These alterations usually cover one 
or more of the following features of the 
ticket, destination, limit, signature, class 
or stamp. Of these the alteration in des- 
tination is the most dangerous, for it re- 
sults in the terminal road performing 
more service than has been paid for. Mr. 
Nicholson’s plan to prevent these altera- 
tions follows: 

“Each issue of The Official Guide con- 
tains an alphabetical list of all cities, 
towns, villages and ‘points’ on all rail- 
roads in the United States, Canada, Mex- 
ico, etc. Opposite each station name show 
its assigned number, which is to continue 
a definite and unchangeable designation 
of that particular station. 

“Leave sufficient unassigned numbers 
between each two names to cover the new 
which are added from time to time. This 
is entirely practicable, ag there are now 
but 50,580 names to be apportioned among 
999,999 numbers. 

“Furnish each coupon ticket office a 
perforating numbering machine, 

“Use existing forms of inter-line tick- 
ets, but abandon the present method of 
showing destination, and instead perfor- 
ate the destination number through each 
coupon, the contract and stub. 

“There will be but little expense be- 
yond the cost of perforators for coupon 
offices. The manager of The Official 
Guide authorizes me to say that if the 
American association officially adopts this 
plan, he will insert the numbers opposite 
the station names without charge, al- 
though the increased size of the book may 
entail a small increase in the charge per 
copy for the Guide. The work of making 
the proper assignment of numbers can be 
done either by the association or in the 
guide office, as the association may di- 
rect. Most coupon ticket agents have this 
guide for reference, but all will be abun- 
dantly supplied with official lists of sta- 
tions and numbers by railroads which will 
be quick to seize this opportunity for ef- 
fective and permanent advertising among 
agents and conductors. 

“Conductors of the terminal road, only, 
need know what station is designated by 
the number perforated and it is reason- 
able_to assume that they wil: soon memo- 
rize the more important, just as they now 
do their own station numbers based an 
mileage. But they, too, will have any 
quantity of reference books thrust upon 
them by the enterprising advertiser. Con- 
ductors of initial and intermediate roads 
will, of course, be governed wholly by the 
destinations of their respective coupons as 
at present, 

‘*The only objection yet suggested (aside 
from the cost of perforators) is that pas- 
sengers will be unwilling to accept tick- 
ets which do not plainly show destination 
in type or writing. Perhaps this will be 
true should the seller be a ticket broker, 
but in dealing with a ticket agent ofa rail- 
way company a word of assurance only 
will be needed. The traveling public will 
soon become acquainted with the cus- 
tom.,”’

ticket, where arey are still on sale, it 
costing no more to purchase tickets in the 
first place where the stop over is desired, 
and then, when the traveler is ready to 
proceed further, to buy another ticket.

HERE is a time in every boy’s life 
when he longs to be a sailor, and 


AMONG CHILDREN NOW 

I every girl has dreamed romances 
of the life of a sailor’s sweetheart. Here 
in Jacksonville there is a special mania 
for the sea among the children, because 
they see a great deal of the picturesque 
side of the life, and they long to be a 
part of it. Every week there is at least 
ome big steamer anchored here, three and 
four-masted schooners are every day 
sights at any of the docks, occasionally 
there are beautiful club or private yachts 
at anchor, naphtha launches are ¢on- 
stantly passing and many of them take 
parties from Jacksonville for a trip, while 
a few fortunates own boats of their own. 

Some of the children, even those who 
have lived here always, can easily count 
the river trips they have taken, because 
such trips are rather expensive, but at 
any time they are allowed to explore the 
steamers and schooners that come here 
from many distant parts of the world to 
take away cargoes of lumber or perhaps 
oranges or even fish. Some of the schoon- 
ers that come here for lumber are even 
from as far away as Norway, and they 
often have strange-tongued crews who 
know nothing of the language in which 
their captain conducts his dealings with 
the lumber men of Florida. <A peculiar 
feature of the lumber mills, by the way, 
is the fact that a rude furnace is kept 
busily at work burning the waste lum- 
ber from the mills. This surplus ma- 
terial they say is not worth the price 
of transportation to a market and it can- 
not be given away, although it would 
make good fuel. On the schooners from 
foreign ports there are often queer birds 
as well as men, and visitors to view their 
wonders who formally meet the captain 
of the vessel are shown as much court- 
esy as they would receive on a man-of- 
war, and the same is true on the passen- 
ger steamers. These last have fancli- 
ful, pretty names and are. beautiful in 
appearance. They are usually painted 
white, and are kept as neat. clean and 
fresh as: the finest house could be. Their 
capacity for freight is remarkable. The 
contents of a warehouse which seems to 
be three or four times as large as @ 
steamer can be stored away in the hold 
of one, and it is nothing unusual to pack 
40,000 boxes of oranges besides a goodly 
quantity of other freight in one steamer. 

Sometimes the owners of beautiful 
steam or sailing yachts invite people to 
view the elegantly furnished interior of 
their vessels and sometimes Jackson- 
ville residents are fortunate enough to 
have friends on board who invite them to 
elaborate luncheons or dinners on the 
water. One visit to any of these vessels 
is enough to make any boy wish he was 
a sailor, or at least a millionaire yacht 
owner, even it he had to scrub decks or 
have his money counted in the big news- 
papers. 

St. Valentine’s Day was merrily ob- 
served by the children in Jacksonville, 
who have monopolized the celebration of 
the feast here just as the children have 
everywhere else. For a week before- 
hand pocket money was hoarded and 
there were daily visits to tinsel and flow- 
er filled windows until a final selection 
was made, and then there was lots of fun 
and some hurt feelings when valentines 
were meant to be comic had a tragic 
effect. Lace paper and hand-painted 
satin and celluloid were sent broadcast 
over the land, and there was the usual 
amount of sirup and sentimentality to 
please the boys and girls. 

This is not the season for oranges in 
Jacksonville, but the trees are in bloom 
farther south, and there are a few trees 
from which the last crop of fruit has 
not been removed yet, but such groves are 
many miles from Jacksonville. The bit- 
ter oranges grow on the streets here in 
the orange season and form beautiful, 
bright-flecked screens for the houses, 
which are fortunate enough to claim a 
sidewalk row. The prettiest trees in the 
city besides these bitter orange are wild 


Olive trees, the foliage being thick and 


olive colored, the leaves and the small 
green fruit like wax. The Florida more 
trails from tall trees even in town, and 
across the river in South Jacksonville, 
which is reached by a delightful ride in 
the big ferry boat, there. is a wonderful 
tree that is shown to visitors as one of 
the city’s points of interest. It is a live- 
oak of tremendous proportions; its limbs 


some of them fifty feet long and corre- 
spondingly thick and the entire tree cov- 
ering a remarkable area. 

The number of idle pickaninnies in 
Jacksonville is trully a marvel. There 
are hundreds of them, and they seem to 
have nothing to do but loiter about the 
sidewalks: in front of the big hotels to 
amuse the visitors on the porches. Some 
of these visitors who are northern tour- 
ists, have seen very few of the species, 
and thev amuse themselves throwing 
pennies to the crowd and watching the 
scramble that follows or inducing the 
smart ones to sing coon songs and to 
dance a clog or a cake walk. It is an ex- 
altIhmge occupation en both’ sides, but 
both seem to derive plea@tre from it. The 
pickaninnies, when they leave the hotel 
treasure,.take their way to the country 
club to act as caddies and if they are 
fortunate, they are allowed to carry, or, 
as they would say, ‘‘tote’’ the golf sticks 
about the grounds for the players, and to 
think how much better they could play 
the game, for the caddies’ superior 
knowledge of the game as compared to 
that of the golf fiend has become pro- 
verbial. It would seem, though, that 
in consideration of the real facts of the 
case, the caddie, corresponding to the 
printer’s ‘devil’ and his name, should, 
instead of the eg er, be honored with the 
title of golf ‘ nd.’

Paper Was for $100,‘ and Was 
Signed by T. EK. Glenn. 


COOK WANTED TO PAY AN OLD DEBT 


Presented Check and Was Given $60 
Difference—Will Try To Settle 
Case Today. 


Ba Cook, formerly chief clerk in the 
@etective department of the city police 
force and private secretary of ex-Chief 
Bradley Slaughter, of that force, 
been arrested on the charge of forgery by 
Officer Dobbins. ‘ 

Cook is charged with forging the name 
of T. K. Glenn to a check for $100 and 
having the check cashed by C. W. O'Con- 
nor, a wholesale grocery merchant, whose 
store is located on Forsyth street. The 
check was made payable to Robert Gra- 
ham, it is said, and on the back the name 
of Graham was indorsed, as was also that 
of Cook. 

The officers last night asserted that both 
the name of Graham and Glenn were 
written by the same man, though there 
was an attempt made to disguise the fact. 
It was also said that the resemblancs be- 
tween the writing of Cook’s name and 
the other two was such as to be easily 
distinguished upon close observance. 

The check was presented to Mr. O’Con- 
nor, it is stated, by Cook.on Saturday in 
rayment of a small account he was said 
to be due the groceryman. The difference 
between the amount of the debt and the 
check was sO large that Mr. O’Connor 
hesitated to give it to Cook, it is stated. 
When this was done by Mr. O’Connor, 
‘Cook is said to have remarked that he 
would not give a check that was not all 
right. 

This statement by Cook, it is alleged, 
satisfied O’Connor, and he gave him the 
fum of $62 and a receipt for the full 
amount of his account, making in all $100, 
the amount of the check tendered the 
merchant. 

After Cook left the store Mr. O'Connor 
began to suspect that the check might not 
be all right, and he telephoned Mr. Glenn, 
who is treasurer of the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company, regarding it. Mr. 
Glenn, it is stated, replied to Mr. O’Con- 
nor’s question that no check as described 
‘to him had been signed by him.

Georgia Road Train Blocked Pryor 
Street Crossing. 


CASE WILL BE TRIED THIS AFTERNOON 


Angry Pedestrians Caused Conduc- 
tor Fzanklin’s Arrest for Fail- 
ure to Clear Crossing in Time. 


Patrolman C. H. Holt is a man of cour- 
age and daring. He is also a reforiner 
and a public benefactor worthy of ap- 
plavse. Patrolman Holt made himself 
deserving of all these pleasant words 
when he arrested a conductor of the Geor- 
gia railroad Saturday evening, charged 
with obstructing a street crossing with his 
train for over five minutes, ; 

The section of the city code which 
makes it an offense to blockade one of 
the street Krossings with a Arain for 
more than five minutes is one, as many 
pedestrians can testify, that is violated 
daily. The blockading of the street cross- 
ings, notajbly those ut Whitehall and 
Pryor streets, is probably the most no- 
torious nuisance the town has to endure. 
Many times each day thousands of pedes- 
trians on these two thoroughfares are 
annoyed and delayed by long rows of 
freight cars crawling deliberately along 
and making frequent long stops. 

Conductor James F. Franklin was in 
charge of a Georgia railroad freight 
train that blockaded the Pryor street 
crossing Saturday afternoon. The atten- 
tion of Patrolman Holt wa attracted to 
the blockade by several pedestrians who 
were fuming with impatience, and who 
desired to pass over to the opposite side 
of the tracks.

Dr. J. B, Hawthorne Preached Morning. 
and Evening at First Baptist. 


$1,000 RAISED FOR CHURCH 


Contributed To Help Rebuild Burned 
B:chmond Edifice. 


CHURCH WAS CROWDED TO THE DOORS 


Former Pastor Deepiy Affected by 
Financial Token of Esteem, and 
Wa-mly Greeted by Friends. 


—— 


The largest audience that ever assem- 
bled in the First Baptist church heard 
Rev. Dr. J. B. Hawthorne, for fourteen 
vears the beloved pastor of that cofier:- 
gation, now of Richmond, Va., deliver a 
strong sermon yesterday morning cn the 
necessity of self-consultation or introspec- 
tion for leadership or the mastery of self. 
Stancing room was at a premium in the 
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REV. DR. J. B. HAWTHORNE, 
of Richmond, Va., who filled his 
former pulpit at the First Baptist 
church yesterday. 
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spacious edifice, and more than one hun- 
dred people who could not gain admission 
were reluctantly compelled to go else- 
where to worship. 

Mr. Hawthorne suffered the misfortune 
of having his church, the Grove avenues 
Baptist church, of Richmond, Va., com- 
pletely destroyed by fire some four 
months since, and it was part of his mis- 
s‘cn in visiting his former flock to raise 
in Atlanta the sum of $1,000 to be applied 


to the fund for rebuilding the edifice. 
That sum was raised in less than half an 


hour at yesterday morning’s service, by 
the enthusiastic help of Dr. W. W. Lan- 
drum, the present pastor. It is Dr. Haw- 


‘thorne’s intention to raise equal sums 


from the churches at Nashville, Tenn., 
and New York city, of which he was 
formerly pastor. Some $30,000 has already 
been subscribed by his, own congregation 
and the other churches of Richmond. 

In introducing his predecessor, Dr. Lan- 
drum spoke eloquently and most compli- 
mentarily of his faithful ministry in At- 
lanta. He said no other man could have 


drawn such a congregation to the First 
church, and no other man was ever more 


beloved by a community. 

Dr. Hawthorne chose for his text the 
first sentence of the seventh verse of the 
fifth chapter of Nehemiah: ‘Then I con- 
sulted with myself, and I rebuked the 
nobles and the rulers.” 

Having previously read the chapter in 
which his text was found, Dr. Hawthorne 
explained with some detail the conditions 
that led to Nehemiah’s action. He based 
his discourse on the statement of the king 
that he consulted with himself, the tenor 
of his remarks being that no life can be 
perfected, morally or spiritually, nor no 
really great or sg00d action performed, 
without one looking into his soul in se- 
clusion and quiet. 

“A man who loves truth and right is 
simply communing with God when he 
communes with himself,” said he, “for 
conscientious meditaticn will inevitably 
lead him to ask divine direction.’’ 

Dr. Hawchorne deplored the stress and 
strife of an age that will not take time 
to do its own thinking. He declared that 
few people look inside of themselves these 
davs. and to this fact must be attributed 
moral, inteMectual and spiritual degener- 
acy. He analyzed human passions along 
the lires of criminology and social de- 
pravity, asserting that sin and folly were 
the offspring of weak impulses in a na- 
ture that had not learned to Know itself 
by introspection. He said the plea of 
“didn’t nvean to do wrong’ was no more 
valid in moral misconduct than in legal 
infraction, as we are free moral agents. 
“Such a man’s respqnsibility,” said he, 
“rests on the fact that he might have 
been free, but chose himself not to be 
free.” The whole philosophy of moral 
action, he declared, was in “keep thy 
heart.” “The words and deeds of the 
average man are not his heart. A man’s 
life is never so intense as when he is 
searching his heart.” 

The speaker stressed the importance of 
preparing one’s self to live. He said this 
could not be done quickly without being 
done superficially. He cited the life of 
Christ, whose sacred ministry did not be- 
gin until he was thirty years old, and the 
briefer ministry of John the Baptist, who 
spent at least twenty-five years in study- 
ing the old scriptures and communion 
with God before his tongue of fira was 
loosed,, He instanced the world’s greatest 
preachers, and said their power was de- 
rived not from any personal magnetism, 
but from wrestling with the spirit in their 
closets and burning the midnight ol} in 
their studies. 

Dr. Hawthorne embodied the whole pith 
of his sermon in a brief epigram when he 
said: ‘The efficiency cf our life work de- 
1ends not upon its quantity, but upon its 
quality.”’ 

A much enjoyed feature of the service 
was the singing of Mrs. Emma Mays 
Dow, for seventeen years the sweet go- 
prano of the First Baptist choir, but for 
the past two years a resident of Ten- 
nessee 

De. Hawthorne preached again jn the 
evening. He expects to return to Rich- 
mond Tuesday morning.

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TWO CARDS ON 
MAYOR MIMS'S YETO 


Judge Hillyer Approves Idea of Twenty- 
One Year Franchises. 


TOMPKINS ON THE FRANCHISE 


He Corrects a Statement Concerning 
His Proposed Application. 


COMMUNICATIONS CAUSED COMMENT 


Judge Tompkins Says He Stands 
Ready To Build Without Aid from 
Atlanta Railway and Power Co. 


Two cards of public interest appeared 
in yesterday’s issue of The Constitution, 


each of which: attracted ~ considerable 
comment. 

Both cards touched on the Forrest ave- 
nue franchise, but in different ways. 
Judge George Hillyer, of the water board. 
addressed a communication to The Con- 
stitution in which he expressed the hope 
that Mayor Mims’s veto of the Forrest 
avenue franchise would not be used as a 
cudgel against the water bonds. In this 
connection he upheld the mayor and the 
motives which prompted him in his ac- 
tion. The second card was from Judge 
Hénry B. Tompkins and touched on his 
proposed application for a franchise on 
Forrest avenue in the event council sus- 
tained the mayor’s veto and the ordi- 
nance is re-enacted. The cards are as 
follows: 


Hillyer Commends the Mayor. 


Editor Constitution—I have been cred- 


interested in the Forrest avenue forty- 
eight-year franchise, recently vetoed by 
the mayor, smarting under the opposition 
to their desires, are threatening a sort 
of retaliation by opposing the waterworks 
bonds in the coming election. Is it right 
to seek revenge or gratify mere anger 
in that way? Without stopping to con- 
| sider whether they have cause for anger 
or not, it is plain that to visit punish- 
ment on the whole city in such a case 
cannot be justified. The good citizen re- 
strains his passion and acts from reason 
and judgment. Is it ever otherwise than 
a sin to punish the innocent? This is 
just what the scripture proverb means 
when it says, “Be angry and sin not.” 

The protection and efficiency of our 
water supply is more important than any 
street railway. Cripple the waterworks 
and all cars in the city would stop in a 
few hours; and the half or more of our 
population would have to go to the coun- 
try in less than a week! T grant that 
those who are back of this franchise 
are perfectly sincere in wanting it. Their 
interests are, as they view the matter, 
deeply concerned, and they naturally 
feel deeply on the subject. But if they 
will stop and think, most of them, and 
probably all of them, are really more 
interested in a good water supply than 
in the Forrest avenue railroad. Outside 
of them stands the great multitude of 
the population of the city whose rights 
and interests are also at stake. 

His honor, the mayor, is trustee for the 
whole city, including both of these rival 
street railroad companjes and the people 
who ride or want to ride on any of their 
lines. The mayor has lately thrown 
all his influence against granting a fran- 
chise (for electric lights) to one of them 
for longer than twenty-one years, and 
now with equal firmness he refuses a like 
boon to its rival. He'‘had declared his 
fixed policy and purpose not to oppose 
any new franchises for longer’ than 
twenty-one years. What a great thing 
it would have been for Atlanta if the 
“twenty-one-year rule’ had prevailed 
from the start! 

Whether right or wrong in this particu- 
lar instance, the mayor is just as sincere 
and honest in his convictions as are those 
who differ with him. It is a great thing 
for any city to have a mayor who has 
convictions and courage! Anybody can 
float with the current, and a weakling 
would bend before the wind. It takes a 
storm to show the strength of the real 
man. 

The one weak spot in popular govern- 
ment is that the average citizen 
is not active and quick enough 
in sustaining the faithful and con- 
scientious official. All good , citi- 
zens should sustain him and defend 


him when he does his duty faithfully as 
he understands it. 

The water bonds are no more the may- 
or’s affair than that of any other citi- 
zen. It is not right to strike at the 
bonds in any effort to harm the mayor. 
The mayor should be commended and 
supported rather than censured for hav- 
ing bravely done his duty, 

A strong writer has said that “the 
greatest triumph of our time, a triumph 
in a region loftier than that of electricity 
and steam, will be the enthronement of 
this idea of public right as the govern- 
ing idea.” 

There is no higher principle of public 
right than that both official and voter 
shall be guided not by passion or preju- 
dice, but by reason and justice. 

I have written this much because I 
wanted to defend the water bonds in the 
behalf stated, and to commend the may- 
or’s courage and fidelity. I have tried 
to speak clearly, though briefly. 

Let me close by another quotation from 
the same author—Sir William Gladstone— 
above mentioned: “It is better to write 
one word upon the rock, than a thou- 
sand on the water or sand; better to re- 
move a single stray stone out of the 
path that mounts the hills . than 
to hew out miles of devious tracks which 
mislead and bewilder us when we travel 
them.’’ 

There may be people who are interested 
in crippling the waterworks, or who 
want to buy them. Though the greatest 
of all, yet the waterworks is the last in- 
trenchment left to the city. If we let a 
private company get them, they would 
bond the property for ten or twelve mil- 
lion dollars, if managed on the scale 
suggested by the existing street railroad 
and lighting companies, and the bonds 
would sell! Let us preserve and keep 
the waterworks ourselves. Respectfully,

Dr. Quillian..elaimed, from a Bible 
standpoint, that there is no such thing 
as home missions; that you can’t segre- 
ate home and foreign missions; that 
hrist is the mediator for all men and na- 
tions. _ 

The 4Gdéctor’s text was I Timothy ii, 
at , our Savior, who will nave all 

Men to be saved and to come unto the 

knowledge of truth. 

“For there is one God and one media- 
tor between God and men, the man Christ 
\ Jesus. 

“Who gave Himself a ransom for all 
to be testified in due time.” 

The pastor said-in part: 

‘The aposties had been exhorting that 
prayer should be used for all men, and 
gave reasons, as we find in our text, 
which is broad and establishes the fact 
that God would have all men saved. 
This is a wish, a desire. The purpose of 
God is to have fall men saved. There 
must be co-operation on the part of man. 

“The emphasis in our text is on the 
word ‘all’—all men are to come unto the 
Knowledge of the truth. While every man 
should come, God can’t force him. Man’s 
will must work in harmony; must co- 
Operate with the mediator in order to 
come.

Life is not spontaneous—it 
was created. 

“Matter is the same everywhere, even 
the particles which have fallen from other 
worlds or planets, The chemist finds it 
only matter, and all matter is.the same. 

“But God created man, one nation as 
+ a to him as another, and being Father 
of all, loves all alike. This unity of God 
has paty one universal purpose in view— 
tiie Fatherhood of God. 

“There is one mediator between man 
and God—the man Jesus Christ. Some 

ray to saints, the Virgin Mary, that 
they mediate for therm; but there is one 

nd only one mediator between man and 

God. holds a claim against B. B 
can’t liquidate the claim without great 
loss to his home and family. C comes in 
and liquidates the claim for B. The mat- 
ter is not settled in full until B has a 
final liquidation with C, who holds the 
claim, ow C is the mediator between A 
and B. Just so is Christ mediator be- 
tween God and men, and before He could 
become the mediator He had to lay aside 
His glory and také on the form of man 
In natural life, and as law must have a 
penalty, the penalty is death if you fail 
to fulfil the law with Christ. Now, how 
can we fulfil that law? Trust in Him. 
That's all. 

“You say, ‘Oh, if God only knew how 
much trouble I have!’ God does know, 
and if you will trust Him, you can bear it. 
Christ was God magnifying justice and 
love, and the reason e gave Himself 
as a ransom for man was for the sake 
of the testimony. . 

“Now, who testifies? ‘Ye are my wit- 
nesses.’ That is the church. We are one 
church and must testify as His witnesses. 
‘Go unto all t:.ec world to give this testi- 
mony, and if any man refuse to help 
send the Gospel, which is the testimony, 
then he has not the spirit of Christ.’ Ev- 
ery man of every nation or country wno 
accepts the testamony may be saved; but 
he that will not will be lost.

At Merritts Avenue church Rev. R. F. 
Eakes, the pastor, preached at the morn- 
Ing hour from the text Ecclesiastes vill:2: 
“Because sentence against an evil work 
is not executed speedily therefore the 
hearts of the sons of men is fully set in 
them do evil.’ 

He said in part: . 

‘Religion is not gloomy; it is joyous. If 
any man is truly happier than I, it is one 
who has more religion than I have. 

“The Christian is to escape the sentence 

ainst sin as Ezekiel has pronounced it— 

he soul that sinneth, it shall die.” He 
who delays the execution of this sen- 
tence is God. He does not coérce the will 
of man by the immediate execution of 
His sentence. He will not coerce us and 
break down man’s free agency. He will 
not be served by cringing slaves. God 
is long suffering to usward. 

“Jesus intercedes for us as did the gar- 
@ener for the barren fig treé. The posi- 
dion of the church now is that of inter- 
cessor between God and the sinner. There 
1s no safety for the church or the Chris- 
tian not acting as intercessor. The sinner 
is spared and his ugly life is allowed to 
illustrate to the world the possibilities of 
sin and dégradation. 

“Some famous criminals are prominent 
fn the public execration and shuddering 
memory to warn us all ‘rom the hideous 
outcome of sin. These were all once coo- 
ing babes, nestled in the loving arms of 
tender mothers, and show to what dépths 
of horrible they have sunk by sin 
and increased sin and multiplied heaps of 
sin. Great wicked examples o*e given us 
to shun, just as good examples afe shown 
us to follow. 

"The wages of sin is death. The soul 
always gets its wage for its sin. No pay- 
er is more certain or more regular. 
dying soul is like the dying man. 

hiood does not circulate; the spirit 
of God does not move. The sinner’s con- 
science does not hurt him, neither does 
the dying man’s benumbed body. The ten- 
der hearted cry easily: those who are 
stout hearted, as they think, do not shed 
a tear. Death is there; sin is paying the 
re The dying are prone to sleep. Es- 
pecially is this true of those who are 
freezing to death. When we seek to 
arouse them from torpor, we find it hard:

The dying man 
neéds air; wants the windows thrown 
epen. but he breathes no better—he is 
dying. The Christian needs praver: it is 
his vital breath, and !f he can’t pray, he 
can't breathe—he Is dying.

and honest debts to his fellowmen, and 
yet be dishonest in God’s sight. Let us 
see if we are not guilty of robbing God: 

In the matter of our work—our daily 
work or our church work—when success 
comes to us do we not often give the 
glory to ourselves? Do we ve God 
all the glory for all our successes in life? 
If not, we rob God of the glory, due unto 
Him. Do we render that pfaise and 
worship to God which He demands? Is 
God not entitled to our praise and wor- 
ship? In withholding this we are rob- 


bing , ; 

Do. we not rob the Lord of his time? 
Every moment of our lives belongs to 
God, but there !s one day in seven which 
belongs to him exclusively. The man who 
takes any part of the Lord’s day for his 
own pleasure or profit is guilty of rob- 
bing God of His time. 

If. we take any part of the Lord’s day 
in which to transact our own business 
oe ne purpose of making money we rob 


All travel on street, cars or in any other 
conveyance on the Sabbath day for 
pleasure or business is plainly robbing 
God. - street railway corporations 
and al) other railroad companies are rob- 
bing God. Sunday dinners involving any 
unnecessary amount of cooking and other 
work is clearly a violation of God's law, 
and those who do this are guilty of rob- 
bing. the Lord of His time. All works 
of necessity and mercy should be doné 
on the Lord’s day. 

I would regard myself as a great sinner 
if I were to refuse to travel on the Sab- 
bath day by any mode or in any convey- 
ance in order to carry the ead of 
eternal life, or medicine for Ahe body, 
or comfort for the soul of any human 
being. ‘‘The Sabbath was made for man,”’ 
and therefore we should spend it for the 
spiritual good of ourselves and of our 
fellowmen. 

; If we fail to do this, we rob God of His 
me. 

But there is something else that be- 
longs to God and of which we are some- 
times guilty of robbing Him. 

Our substance, our means, all belong to 
God by right; but if the law of the tithe 
is strict in force under the New Testa- 
ment dispensation—and we have no rea- 
son to deny it—then one-tenth of our w- 
crease or income belongs to God. The 
image of Jesus Christ is stamped on 
every tenth part of our income as truly as 
Caesar's image and superscription 
were stamped on the Roman coins. ‘The 
Christian, then, who takes the tenth of 
his income and uses it for himself, is 
guilty of robbing the Lord. 

No Christian has the right to take the 
Lord’s tenth or rent to pay his butcher 
and baker. The debt we owe to God is 
more binding and sacred than the debt 
we owe our fellowmen. What right 
have we to take that which belongs to 
God and pay the debt we owe to another? 
this is robbing the Lord; for this thing 
the curse of God came on the Jews, and 
God's curse will come on His people soon- 
er or later for robbing Him of His glory, 
His praise, His day and His tenth! 

Surely God has a right to the tenth of 
our money as much so as to the seventh 
of our time. Let us be careful how we 
rob God. The day of accounts will sure- 
ly come. 

We are not only guilty as individuals 
of robbing the Lord, but we are a nation 
of robbers. This sin has taken hold 
of our national life. State legislatures 
and the national congress have time and 
again been guilty of robbing God of His 
day by holding their sessions on the Sab- 
bath day, under the flimsy pretext of im- 
portant business. 

And in doing this the state and national} 
law-makers have been guilty of violating 
the very laws that they themselves have 
enacted. And then, too, they have wan- 
tonly and knowingly robbed God of His 
day, thus setting an evil example before 
the people and bringing down upon the 
country the curse of God. Most assured- 
ly for this sin God will curse our land.

FIRST PRESBYTERIAN. 


The First Presbyterian church was fliléd 
to its capacity yesterday morning, and the 
large congregafion listened attentively to 
an eloquent and powerful sermon from 
Rev. C. P, Bridewell. The text was taken 


from Hebrews 4th chapter end lith verse: 
“For we have not an high priest who 
cannot be touched with a feeling of our 
infirmities, but was tempted in all pcints 
like as we are, yet without sin.”’ 

A brief synopsis of the sermon follows: 

“Man is a sinner. He is everywhere 
consciously called pefore God. Not only 
so, sinful man everywhere feels the need 
of a priest to act between him «nd God. 
The whole réligion of the pagan werid 
was a system of mediation and intercés- 
sion, While man was groping in darkness 
the gospel revealed the true médiator, Je- 
sus Christ, the desired of all nations, 

“T wish to speak this morning on this 
one hase of His mediatorshop—His 
priestly compassion. He can be touched 
with a feeling of our infirmities. The God 
sometimes presented to us in theoslogical 
systems and preached to us in the pulpit 
does not really feel as we do. it is said 
that nothing can add one jot to His beppi- 
ness, nothing can diminish His peace; 
that no waves heave and toss +n the quiet 
ocean of God. This is a wrong idea of 
God. The God we are asked to love vnd 
worship is not an immovable statue... He 
is a God whose bosom heaves with feel- 
ing, whose face beams with smiles, and 
who can pity even as the father pitleth. 
He is not infinitely removed from us and 
unlike us. The coming of Jesus Christ 
into the world, born of a woman in the 
likeness of sinful] flesh, conveys this deep- 
ly important truth—that the divine heart 
is human in its sympathies. This ts clear- 
ly set forth in our text. Hé can be touched 
with a feeling of our infirmities. He Lad 
a full experience of the external dis- 
tresses and the internal sorrows of man’s 
nature. There is no sorrow, no distress- 
ing situation to which we can be reduced, 
but He has experienced it before us. Al- 
though He was without sin, His earthly 
life was a life of temptation as well as of 
constant and culminating sorrow because 
of sin. So He can be touched with a feel- 
ing of our infirmities—infirmities of health: 
temper, devotion, resolution, service, No 
blow falls upon us that does not fall upon 
Him; our tears fall through His eyes: He 
knows. what sorrow is. for He has felt 
its entire strain upon His own throbbing 
heart. Sympathy with Him means this: 
Grace to 4 ip time of need. Blessed 
Savior! though “tempted in all points like 
as we are, yet without sin.”’ e can be 
touched with a feeling of our infirmities.”

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A large congregation listened to an 
eloquent address by Rev. John E. White 
at the morning service yesterday, 

The pastor spoke on the subject: ‘““‘Wheels 
Within Wheels,” or vitalized Christianity. 
His text was Ezekiel i, 21: ‘For the 
spirit of the living creature was in the 
wheels.’’ 

Rev. John E. White said: 

“This is Ezekiel’s tmaugural vision. 
Translated into our common speech, he 
sees a highly organized, curiously 
wrought machinery—‘a wheel within a 
wheel;’ in color green like the sea and 
in action most strange. It moved, stood 
and was lifted up. There was perfect 
adjustment and definiteness of direction. 
Four wheels, they were as one. Not a 
jar, nor break—all frictionless was this 
machine, Looking for explanation of this 

henomeéna of life and movement we 
earn that each wheel is surrendered to 
the spirit of & cherubim. It controls not 
itself, but is dead except this spirit con- 
trol and direct it. 


““*When those went, these went; 
When those stood, these stood; 
And when those were lifted up from the 
earth, 
The wheels were lifted up beside them; 
For the spirit of the living creature was 
in the wheels.’ 


“The interpreters suppose these wheels 
to represent God’s providence. One says 
it was the @hariot on which the kingdom 
of God was to ride. Let us not be con- 
cerned with interpreters, but with the 
facts which stand out in the face of the 
vision. Three of these I set before you. 

“That the wheels which Ezekiel saw 
derived all their energy and action from 
the spirit of the living creature. ‘For 
the spirit of the living creature was in 
the wheels.’ 

“That they were under perfect control 
and directed entirely by the spirit of the 
living creature. ‘Whithersoever the spirit 
was to go they went.’ 

“And that from the machine naturally 
and directly the prophet was led into 
the glorious and overpowering vision of 
God 


“If we were asked what material fact 
most explains the world’s progress dur- 
ing the nineteenth century, with one ac- 
cord we would answer in one word— 
machinery. Down to the last man human 
life is conditioned by machinery. In the 
industrial world, in the political world 
ang in the educational world machinery 
is the explaining fact of progress and 
combination and organization is the pas- 
sion. Not less so do we find the case in 
the Christianity with which we are tacing 
the new century. One message at least 
the church can trumpet to the skies, 
‘Lord, we have beautiful machinery’ as 
we go into the twentieth century. Or- 
ganized charity for the poor; organized 
Bible study; organized missions to the 
heathen; conventions, conferences, syn- 
ods, committees and boards. Our equip- 
ment is marvelous. 

“Cvilization is ramified with the ma- 
chinery of Christianity. Society is reached 
at almost every point by one or another 
Christian agericy. It is facetiously sug- 
gested by some one that if the prodigal 
son had lived today he would never have 
got back home naked, hungry or dejected; 
that an institutional church would have 
eaught him, the clothing department 
would have dressed him up, the soup de- 
partment would have fed him and the 
social department would have made him 

t home. 
cee very sharply is the contrast drawn 
between the equipment of the church 
now and when it started out from Pen- 
tecost. The comparison is startling. It 
is full of exhortation. It is a question 
the churches may well consider. Are 
we prepared with our organization and 
machinery to do what God wants done: 

“Tn the first place, the conditions are 
revolutionized. Human society is vaster 
and more complex. If our present day 
rg im — 

in answer to new needs an 
a eaditiohe and has violated no principle 
or precept of God in its evolution, er 
we are far better prepared to deal wit 
the world and to do what God wants 
done than we could be without it. In 
the second place, we have a much wid- 
ened conception of what the kingdom of 
God means. We include in the king- 
dom alt concerns of man—his body, his 
mind and his soul. We affirm that no 
limit is to be set upon the extent of 
Christ’s dominion. We have come to 
believe that His scepter is to be estab- 
lished not only over universal geography, 
but intensively is to be woven into hu- 
manity’s social, political and moral fa- 


ric. 

“Tf this is what the kingdom means— 
what God means for it, and I believe it 
is—our organization and equipment is @ 
magnificent necessity. . : 

“Murthermore ‘one increasing purpose 
and progress has run through the ages. 
Are we to give God glory for the ascend- 
ing scale of improvement everywhere 
else and deny Him giory in the improve- 
ment of the church along the lines laid 
down in the New Testament? He insti- 
tuted but two fixed ordinances—baptism 
and the Lord’s supper. These were fund- 
amental. The rest was drawn in outline 
—to be marked out in accordance with 
New Testament principles, guided by 
New Testament example, 

“The churches organized by the apos- 
tles were not ideal churches, but far 
from it. Some of our churches today 
are better churches than some of those 
Paul established, especialy those ad- 
dressed in the second and third chapters 
of Revelation. The ideal church exists 
in the New Testament only as an ideal. 
The apostle did not realize it. We have 
not realized it. The cry should not be 
back to the New Testament church, but 
forward to the Néw Testament church. 

“But with all our progress and im- 
provement in organization and equip- 
ment in one particular, we have not ad- 
vanced and never will advance. The 
church of God will never get beyond the 
indispensable need of the holy spirit 
to supply its energy and direct its move- 
menis, Our machinery will be a vain 
glory and a deceit without connection 
with the power. The living spirit must 
be in the wheels. We are well on in our 
appreciation of Christian mechanics. 
What of the dynamics? 

“Oh. well enough for our machinery. 
We are not running behind in that. But 
are well comnected with the power that 
must turn and direct this clock work of 
the church. This is the vital question. 
God help us to answer it with a mighty 
cry throughout Christendom, for the pow- 
er of God Our tasks are stupendous. 
Galvanized Christianity will not perform 
them. Our wheels within wheels must be 
vitalized by the living spirit. Vitalized 
with the Holy Ghost, the church, after 
Pentécost, made the first hundred years 
miraculous in progress and achievement. 
The machinery. such as there was, all 
athrob. The kingdom swept forward tri- 
umphantly. Against all the years of Con- 
stantine and his Romanized machinery 
of the church I put this hundred years of 
tha Holy Ghost. God's church cannot be 
run except in God's way and for God's 
ends. ‘The only nurse for oses was 
Moses’s mother.’ The only guide for the 
church is tte church’s founder. 

‘Who are_you, pope, that you undertake 
to ran God’s church? Who are you, bish- 
op? Who are you, preacher, that by wis- 
dom or eloquence or executive talent as- 
sume to run the church of God without 
absolute subordination to Him whose 
church it is? 

If our machinery. by noise or clatter, 
drown the commanding voice of the spirit. 
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it is time that we pause and bring all 

ese wheels down to silence and listen 
for the still smal] voicé of thea mighty 
power. 

‘‘Bzekiel’s vision led him to a vision of 
God and so mugt our machinery suggest 
and reveal God to us. Ope supreme need 
is for a clearer vision of God. It may agi- 
tate and overpower us as it did Ezekiel 
and Moses, but we will not be likely to 
forget so much and miss so much and 

end so much vainly of human effort. 

hapk God for our gvod equipment. 
‘Wheels within wheels,’ if we can give 
God preaidengy aver it and the Holy Spirit 
residency in it. Up to the highest of us 
and down to the lowest it is our com- 
mon privilege to lay hold on God’ every 
day and hour. Is the church in some con- 
ftision with: its ‘wheels within wheels?’ 
It need not be so. God is at hand to en- 
Zineer it for us if we will get out of the 
way and stop making suggestions and 
stand by to do as we are bidden without 
choosing out tasks for ourselves. ‘Are we 
in some confusion of mind, faith dark- 
ened and joy eclipsed, God is at hand for 
@very life to make a jqyf! order out of 
its confusion. Lay hold upon Him. It is 
a Father’s ear that hears and His arm 
clothed with majesty ig around us at our 
call as tender and clinging as a mother’s 
arm. f 

‘* ‘God is jaw,’ say 
And let us rejoice, for if 
law. the thunder 1s still His voice. 
to Him, thou, for, spirit with spirit may 
meet. Closer is He than breaphing. and 
nearer than hands and feet.

Dr. Broughton began last night his 
series of Sunday night sermons on.*‘Home 
Sweet Home.” The subjéct for the even- 
ine was ‘‘Marriage,”’ taking for his text 
Hebrew xiii: . ‘‘Marriage is honorable in 
all.’”’ . 

In part he said: 

“There is no power like that of the 
home. It is the training school of life. In 
it is manufactured our preachers, teach- 
ers, statesmen and business men. Its in- 
fluences shape the world. We can never 
build a civilization ahead of the home. 
Its formation and government is one of 
the most important considerations of the 
day. 

“What is home? Some act as though 
it’s a house, Never a bigger mistake! 
The finest house in a community is often 
a hell—a club bachelors and unfaithful 
husbands frequent to drink whisky and 
gamble. The happiest home in a commu- 
nity may be the humblest cottage. A 
home is formed only by the plan which 
is laid down by the divine law—the mar- 
riage union of man and woman formed 
upon conditions described in the scrip- 
tures. ; 

‘“‘A home must have due regard for the 
sacredness of marriage. It is not always 
true that ‘whosoever findeth a wife, find- 
eth a good thing.’ 

‘“‘Love, it is true, must be the main- 
spring, but love is not all There must 
be reverence before love. To marry with 
the expectation of learning to reverence 
may work well, but it more frequently 
works the other way. The ‘love on first 
sight’ sentiment is dangerous and dé 
structive. There must be character to 
build on. This is largely the weakness 
of our love novels of tode~. ‘True to 
the man she loves’ Ig misleading. Many 
a girl has imagined from such sickening 
stories that she can be happy on a love 
sentiment whether there is any character 
basis or not. But, alas, she wakes up 
when it is too late to see her mistake. 
‘Who is this man who asks my hand? 
Is he sober, truthful, industrious, econom- 
ical and honest?’ This is the question 
to be asked first of all. 

“Some people.marry. simply to have a 
helpmeet. A woman. fs afraid of being 
left alone as an old.maid to care for 
herself,.. She sees what she calis a fairly 
good ehance and decides to marry. A 
man wants somebody to keep house for 
him, patch his clothes and to cook his 
meals, and so he marries. All this soon 
comes to naught. The old maid may 
be cared for in a way; a man may have 
a housekeeper, but they have no home. 
There must be reverence and love. Then 
when the disappointments begin to come, 
as they inevitably will, there is something 
which prevents the mighty heart-throb 
of regret. And even the very sorrows and 
trials and difficulties under such circum- 
stances will be made stepping stones to 
greater heights of joy. There is no other 
way that can furnish the channel through 
which real, abiding domestic peace and 
joy and happiness can flow. 

“What can constitute a greater sphere 
than this—making oases for life? Saloon 
smasherg and political women may do 
well in their line, but the moment they 
turn their backs upon this sacred spot 
they become a means of destruction 
rather than a blessing. I look with great 
uneasiness—I speak it not as a pessimist. 
but as one trying to discern the signs of 
the times—upon encouraging any move- 
ment that points toward neglect of the 
home, Women may feel their grievances, 
and they may rush in a time of excite- 
ment to the platform, the ballot box, or 
elsewhere, but in so doing they disappoint 
God and weaken their own power. 

“You will excuse me, I trust, when I 
say in our own midst there are signs of 
this character which are to be depre- 
cated. I think it a sad mistake for a com- 
munity of citizens, anxious to perfect cer- 
tain business schemes through the exer- 
cise of political machinery, to encourags 
a band of women, noble and true though 
they may be, to visit in mass and lobby 
officials that their political schemes may 
be carried through. It is perfectly legiti- 
mate, as I construe it, in matters per- 
taining to morality, where home aad 
heaven is at stake, for the influence of 
women to be brought into play. But 
when it comes to business politics I must 
believe that it’s unwise. And I honor 
any man for having the cool judgment 
and strong determination to exercise his 
own judgment in the matter which called 
forth this innovation on the part of our 
people.’’

Unknown Union Soldier Contributes 
to Fund for Benefit of 
James Murphy. 

Captain ‘“Tip’’ Harrison, who has inter-

*‘Praise God, women, smash the bottles 
and. the windows,’”’ called out. Mrs, . Na- 
tion, and raising her famous hatchet, she 
sent it through a window glass, Two 
policemen seized Mrs. Nation. They 
started off with her to the police station 
as quickly as possible. She frantically 
urged her co-workers to keep up the work. 
First a case of beer was smashed. Slot 
machines, cigar. cases, billiard tables, 
chairs, counters and even stoves were 
smashed to smithereens. The policemen 
danced hither and thither, but their ef- 
fort were expended in vain. Out-build- 
ings were smashed in, but fruitlessly, most 
of the liquor having been removed to a 
place of safety. 

Women Denounce Men. 

Then the crusaders adjourned to the 
statehouse, where the women wrathfully 
stamped the men as cowards. This 
aroused the latter and the crowd again 
started off, but dispersed on the advice 
of a minister, who said the entire city 
was awake. 

Meantime Mrs. Nation had been re- 
leased and led another crowd to a livery 
stable. Despite protestations of the pro- 
prietor, she at last found in a little back 
room of the office several bar mirrors, 
which she promptly smashed. Picking 
up @ leg of a chair she smasbed them. 

Mrs. Nation then led the way to the 
Moser Cold Storage plant, but got no 
farther than the engine room when Sheriff 
Cook and Chief of Police Stahl came upon 
the scene and placed her under arrest. 

Rides in the “Hurry Wagon.” 

This time she made quite a scene and 
was taken to the county jail in the patrol 
wagon, This warrant charged her with 
breaking a lock. It had been sworn out 
by the proprietors, who, in anticipation 
of a raid, had removed the liquor. 

When Mrs. Nation again started for the 
center of the city she was confronted 
with a third arrest, this time on a war- 
rant for entering Murphy’s place. She 
was taken to jail, while preparations 
were being made for holding a big mass 
meeting. Before the meeting closed Mrs. 
Nation entered amid cheers. With dra- 
matic gestures, she stepped forward and 
announced: 

“There are yet some hell-holes here 
which have not closed up.’ 

Mrs. Nation said she was going to re- 
main right here in Topeka until after the 


city election, so she could help in the 
election of a mayor. 

The meeting then adopted a resolution 
protesting against the pending re-sub- 
mission resolution in the legislature, and 
as the meeting adjourned Mrs. Nation 
asked the “‘home defenders’’ to meet her 
at the close. She was going on another 
smashing tour. 

But Deputy Sheriff Lawton was waiting 
in the vestibule and when Mrs. Nation 
came out he served her with another 
warrant for defacing property. 

Fully 2,000 persons followed Mrs. Na- 
tion and the officer, who was obliged to 
draw his pistol to keep the crowd back, 
and it was with the utmost difficulty 
that the jail was reached. In front of 
the jail was a seething mass of humanity. 

The chief of police, with a detail of offi. 
cers, was soon on the scene, and it 
took much hard work, with the vigorous 
use of clubs and threats, to get Mrs. Na- 
tion through to the jail office, where, 
while waiting for her bond, she enter- 
tained the laWyers and newspaper men 
present in her characteristic manner,

RUSSIAN PRESS ON 
ACTION OF DEWITTE 


Think the Minister of Finance Has 
 Blundered. 


|EXPERIMENT NOT APPROVED 


Tariff Wars Always Disturb Politi- 
cal Relations. 


OBJECT OF DISCRIMINATING DUTY 


Newspapers Say It Is for Purpose of 
Testing Ability. To Stand a 
Tariff War. 


St. Petersburg, February 17.—Shrewd 
Observers in St. Petersburg believe that 
the Russian minister of finance, M. De 
Witte, in imposing a discriminating duty 
on American manufactures of iron and 
steel] was not only animated by a desire 
to protect Russian sugar producers, but 
was eager to seize an opportunity to 
mobilize Russia’s industrial army, with a 
view to proving its ability to stand the 
test of a tariff war. It is bellevyed, more- 
over, that he desires to impress Germany 
even more than the United States. 

The Russian press does not give any 
particular approval to the experiment. 
The Boerse Gazette, usually influenced 
by the minister of finance; warns both 
sides against implicit faith in the Bis- 
marckian theory that the tariff wars do 
not disturb good political relation#, point- 
ing out that experience has shown the. 
opposite to be the case as a rule. 

““‘We hope the friction will be as quickly 
removed as it. arose,” continues The 
Boerse Gazette, ‘‘since the political rela- 
tions now existing between the two pow- 
ers are the best thev have ever known. 
Both are playing the game of the ter- 
tium gaudens, which is preparing a blow 
against both. Doubtless American public 
opinion is wiser than the sugar proxduc- 


cers and the government that is acting 
in their interests.”’ 


The Novosti correctly representing Rus- 
sian public opinion, as to the Russian gov- 
ernment’s policy, demands the abolition 
of the domestic tax and of a system de- 
vised to enable a few lazy manufacturors 
to make enormous profits at the expense 
of consumers.” — 

Russia’s export policy, The Novosti con- 
tends, is designed to principally support 
high domestic prices. It is well known

HAYE BEEN PAID 


New Class of Widows Will Soon Be 
Paid Their $100,000. 


APPLICATIONS CALLED FOR 


Applies Only to Those Who Were 
Married Prior to End of Year. 


FUND MAY BE FAR 100 SMALL 


Not Believed the $100,000 Will Be 
Sufficient To Pay Half 
Those Who Apply. 


By tomorrow Pension Commissioner 
Lindsey will have finished settling with 
the indigent and disabled soldiers and 
widows, with the exception of a few 
stragglers, and State Treasurer Park ~will 
have paid out to pensioners $690,000 of the 
state’s funds, or something very close to 
those figures. This amount has been paid 
out at the rate of $100,000 a week, princi- 
pally through the ordinaries of counties 
or statehouse officers, but some of the 
pensioners have called in person for their 
warrants and the cash. 

Now that the bulk of the old pénsion 
business is disposed of,.the pension com- 
missioncr will be ready within a few days 
to take up the new class of widows pro- 
vided for by the legislature at its last 
session. Captain Lindsey has recently 
sent out to all the ordinaries of the state 
copies of the law relating to these widows 
to aid them in making out the applica- 
tions for those who expect to share in 
this fund. 

The legislature has appropriated only 
$100,000 for this new class of widows this 
year, and there is much speculation as to 
whether it will go around. This amount 
will pay pensions of $60 each to only 1,666 
widows of the class designated, and it is 
thought by some that the number of ap- 
plicants will be double that, or more. It 
cannot now be stated what would be done 
in this event. Hither the $100,900 could be 
paid out as far as it would go, or the 
payments could be held up in order to 
prevent any complaint until another ses- 
sion of ine legislature had provided a 
fund sufficient to pay all entitled to the 
pension. This latter course was pursued 
f£ome years ago, when the amount appro- 
priated was entirely inadequate to meet 
the demands. 

The first section of the act relating to 
the new class of widows nrovides, “That 
— and after the passage of this act, 
there shall be paid annually a pension of 
sixty ($60) dollars to the widow of each 
ex-confederate soldier now residing in the 
state of Georgia, and who was on the ist 
day of January, 1900, a bona fide citizen 
of this state, who by proper proof snows 
that she is the widow of an ex-confed- 
erate soldier who volunte>2red either in 
the regular service or in the organized 
militia of the state of Georgia during the 
civil war, and performed recular military 
service for not less than six months, and 
who, at the time of filing her application, 
submits proof to show that by reason of. 
her age and poverty, infirmity and pov- 
erty, or blindness and poverty, she is un- 


— to support herself by her own exer- 
10n.”” 


The rest of the act simply prescribes the 
manner in which application shall be 
made and the pensions paid, which is 
similar to the other pension laws, and ap- 
propriates the $100,000 as stated. 

There has been scme inquiry of the 
pension commissioner as to whethe- this 
mew ‘aw does not apply to all widows of 
confederate veterans who otherwise come 
within the scope of the act. 

Some of the ordinaries appear to have 
the idea that any widow of 2 veteran is 
entitled to draw such a pension provided 
She is in needy cirsumstances. This, how- 
ever, is not the ease. In order to draw a 
pension under this act; just as in the case 
of the other clause of widows, the appli- 
cant must have beer, married to a con- 
federate solcier before or during the war. 
She must have been his wife at the time 
of the war. This is specifically required 
by the constitution, and no widow who 
was married after the war can share in 
this or any other pension fund. The re- 
cipient of the pension under th's act must, 
therefore, have been the wife of a con- 
federate soldier during the war. 

Pension Commissiorer Lindsey has re- 
quested crdinaries to get the applications 
from their counties in shape and forward 
them so as to reach his office on ur before 
March 15th. He expects to take them up 
at that time, pass upon them and get his 
list in shape by April Ist, when he vill 
begin paying out the fund. The pension 
commissioner hopes there will be enough 
to go around, but fears that the amount 
will fall far short of the mark. 


FATAL HUNTING ACCIDENT. 


Young Man, Jake Feazy, Shot 
Through Head While Rabbit 
Hunting Near Decatur. 

While out hunting with several young 
companions near Decatur Saturday after- 
noon, Jake Feazy, a young man about 
twenty, son of J. H. Feazy, of Decatur, 
was accidentally shot through the head 
with a shotgun, dying that night without 
having been conscious after receiving the 
wound. The funeral was held yesterday 

afternoon at Decatur. 

The young man’s companions Say the 
hunting party was descending a rather 
steep clay bank leading down to a creek, 
when young Feazy, who was a little in 
advance of the rest, caught the hammer 
of his gun on a root, discharging it, the 
charge of shot entering his head justi 
below the eye, mutilating him fright- 
fully. He never spoke after falling. The 
dying boy was carried to a nearby farm- 
house.

BAILIFF ARRESTED

City Officer Would Not Allow Constable 
to Levy. 


POLICEMAN THEN ARRESTED 


State Officer Charged City Officer

It is stated that the difference between 
the two officers arose over Bailiff McCon- 
nell’s attempting to foreclose a mortgage 
or make a levy on thé personal prcperty 
of one of Moon's neighbors, a lady who is 
in a delicate condition. When the bailiff 
attempted to remove the carpet, it is 
claimed, the lady sent for Patrolman 
Moon.

Mr. Hunnicutt was prom- 
inently identified with the early history of 
the city, serving it in the capacity of city 
marshal and taking an active part in 
local politics. He was a charter member 
of Atlanta’s first Masonic lodge, and at 
the time of his death the oldest member 
of the Pioneer society. He served the con- 
federacy gallantly as a private soldier. 
After returning from the war, up to his 
removal to Morrow Station six years ago, 
Mr, Hunnicutt was employed in the hard- 
ware store of Hunnicutt and _  Bellin- 
grath. He had a wide cirele of friends,
